Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  an  Interim  Report  upon  the 
Health  Services  of  the  Wortley  Rural  District  for  the  year 
ending  31st  December,  1939 . 

This  report  which  takes  the  place  of  the  more  detailed 
Annual  Report  is  prepared  according  to  the  information 
-required  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  as  set  forth  in  their 
Circular  1961  of  16th  February,  1940* 

You  are  no  doubt  aware  that  the  Ministry  of  Health 
have  advised  Public  Health  Departments  of  local 
authorities  to  exercise  strict  economy  in  the  preparation 
of  an  Annual  Report  and  have  suggested  that  the  rejjort 
should  be  in  the  nature  of  an  Interim  Report  only  and  that 
a  full  comprehensive  report  should  be  published  after  the 
war,  containing  all  relevant  details  for  the  war  period  up 
to  the  end  of  the  full  year  after  the  termination  of  the  war 0 

The  main  features  of  the  vital  statistics  for  the  year 
under  review  are  encouraging.  While  the  Birth  Rate  is 
lower  than  in  1938  it  is  higher  than  the  average  for  the  last 
10  years.  The  Death  Rate  is  lower  than  last  year  and  is 
only  very  slightly  higher  than  the  lowest  recorded  rate  in 
this  district.  The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  is  the  lowest 

ever  recorded  in  the  district,  while  a  slight  increase  is 
noticed  in  the  Maternal  Mortality  Rate.  All  rates  compare 
favourably  with  those  given  for  England  &  Wales  as  supplied 
by  the  Registrar  General. 

In  calculating  all  rates  I  have  done  so  on  an  estimated 
population  as  at  mid -year  of  31,340  less  the  inmates  of  the 
South  Yorkshire  Mental  Hospital,  ’  • 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Sanitary  Committee,  the  Clerk  and 
other  Officials  of  this  Council,  my  predecessor  and  all 
members  of  the  Health  Department  for  their  kindly  help  and 
co-operation  during  this,  my  first  year  in  office.

The  rateable  value  of  the  district  is  £189,885  while  the 
product  of  a  penny  rate  is  £750  as  at  December,  1939. 


The  district  is  roughly  divided  into  two  parts  so  far  as 
occupational  pursuits  are  concerned.  The  Eastern  area  is 
chiefly  concerned  with  coal  mining,  iron  and  steel  making  and 
the  allied  trades  such  a.s  coke  making  end  by-product  works. 
Izal  disinfectant  and  its  kindred  Insecticide  preparations 
arc  also  manufactured  in  this  area,  ,  as  well  as-  other  valuable 
chemical  by-products.  The  Western  part  on  the  other  hand  is 
chiefly  agricultural  and  moorland  in  type.  Ganister  mining, 
firebrick  making,  clay  mining  and  paper  making  are  the  chief 
industries  in  this  area. 


In  some  parts  of  the  district  there  arc  still  remnants  of 
the  lifter  industry,  so  common  to  this  district  in  years  gone 
by.  I  refer  to  hand-file  cutting.  This  industry  seemed  to  die 
out  following  the  Groat  War  and  after  the  introduction  of 
machinery.  There  arc  only  a  few  hand-file  cutters  remaining 
in  the  area  and  there  is  only  one  machine  file -cutting  factory. 
The.  disappearance  of  the  hand-file  cutter  is  not  to  be  regretted 
from  a  Public  Health  point  of  view,  for  the  chronic  ailments  of 
those  engaged  in  this  trade  and  attributable  to  their  work  were 
always  a  problem. 


Agriculture  is  common  to  each  parish  but  the  number  of 
persons  so  employed  is  not  large.  The  majority  of  the  farms 
are  of  small  acreage  and  although  some  of  the  larger  are  stock 
farms,  the  majority  are  milk  producing.

There  is  no  occupation  which  can  be  called  injurious 
health  other  than  possibly  ganister  mining.  The  inhalation  of. 
silica  dust  during  mining  and  brick  making  is  an  extremely 
serious  matter  but  the  effect  of  the  Silicosis  Act  of  1918  and 

Regulations  has  had  a  beneficial  effect  on  the  Morbidity  rate

The  social  conditions  of  the  district  arc  good. 

Employment  in  industry  in  the  area  has  improved .  steadily  within 
the  past  few  years.  After  a  period  of  depression  some  10 
to  15  years  ago  the  standard  of  living  has  gradually  improved. 
In  1939  unemployment  figures  were  falling  steadily  up  to  the 
outbreak  of  war,  after  which  they  practically  disappeared. 

From  information  received  from  the  Public  Assistance 
Authorities  it  is  learned  that  the  numbers  in  receipt  of 
Public  Assistance  as  at  December,  1939  were  less  than  the 
previous  year.  There  has  been  a  gradual  decrease  in  the 
number  within  the  past  few  years. 

In  the  industrial  parts  of  the  district  Welfare 
Committees  have  been  established  for  some  years  and  facilities 
for  recreation  are  available  at  these  centres  for  workpeople. 
Public  parks  are  provided  at  .Chapeltown,  Ecclesf  ie  Id , 

Mortomley,  Ought  ibridge  and  Wharncliffe  Side  and  recreation 
grounds  are  available  at  Thorpe  Hesley,  Loxley,  Worrall, 
Dungworth,  Stannington,  Burncross  and  Grenoside.  These 
facilities  for  healthy  recreation  are  well  utilised  by  the 
inhabitants  of  the  respective  districts*  In  the  more  rural 
parts  of  the  district  Women 7  s  Institutes  are  a  strong 
feature  of  the  village  life. 

Owing  to  the  progressive  policy  of  this  Council,  slum 
clearance  was  vigorously  carried  out  in  this  district.  The 
standard  of  housing  was  never  very  low,  but  those  houses 
below  a  certain  minimum  standard  were  removed  and  the  people- 
rehoused  in  new  houses.  Progress  was 'stopped  at  the 
outbreak  of  war  but  those  houses  in  an  advanced  stage  of 
preparation  were  finished  and  occupied  by  tenants  from 
houses  considered  by  this  Council  to  be  below  the  minimum 
standard.  A  number  of  houses  still  remain  to  be  dealt  with 
at  the  earliest  opportunity. 


VITAL  STATISTICS 


POPULATION :  The  Registrar  General  has  given  as  his  estimate 

of  the  population  at  mid -1939,  the  figure  of  31,340.  This  is 
an  increase  of  790  over  the  estimate  for  mid -1938.  The  natural 

increase  of  the  population  (i.e.  excess  of  births  over  deaths) 
was  131.  This  estimate  appears  to  be  fairly  accurate  when 
compared  to  the  increased  number  of  occupied  dwelling  houses,

BIRTHS ♦  During  the  year  there  were  418  live  births  -  207  male 
and  211  female,  equivalent  to  a  Birth  Rate  of  14.1  per  1000  of  the 
estimated  population,  f'his  rate  shews  a  slight  decrease  from 
the  rate  of  15.6  in  1938  but  it  is  still  higher  than  the  average 
for  the  last  ten  years  which  is  13.9,  The  Birth  Rate  for 
England  &  Wales  for  1939  was  15.0.  There  were  6  illegitimate

Before  comparisons  can  be  made  it  has  to  be  pointed 
out  that  the  Death  Rate  must  be  standardised.  .‘It  is  a  well 
known  fact  that  in  certain  age  groups  the  death  rate  is 
higher  than  in  others.  It  is  always  higher  in  the  higher 
ago  groups.  The  same  can  bo  said  for  sex  groups,  in  that 
the  death  rate  for  males  is  generally  higher  than  that  for 
females.  It  would  give  an  entirely  erroneous  picture, 
therefore,  if  a  comparison  were  drawn  between  a  rate  in  an 
area  whose  population  of  aged  persons  was  relatively  high 
with  an  area  whose  population  in  aged  persons  was  relatively 
low,  or  if  the  distribution  of  the  sexes  varied  to  any  great 
extent.  It  is  for  the  purpose  of  arriving  at  a  basis  for 
comparison  that  the  Registrar  General  supplies  a  factor  for 
each  district  known  as  a  "Comparability  Factor”  which  when 
applied  to  the  rate  for  that  district  gives  a  rate  which  would 
have  obtained  in  that  district  had  the  Age  and  Sex  distribution

LIATIRNAL  MORTAL ITY .  There  were  3  maternal  deaths  during  the 
year  -  3  from  Puerperal  Causes  and  none  from  Puerperal  Sepsis. 
This  means  a  maternal  mortality  rate  of  6.86  per  100J  total 
births  as  compared  with  a  rate  of  2.08  for  England  &  Wales  for 
Puerperal  Causes  other  than  puerperal  Sepsis.

A  brief  commentary  on  t  he  statistics  for  each  disease 
might  be  helpful. 

SCARLET  FEVER .  The  attach  rate  compares  favourably  with  that 
for  England  8c  Wales  and  the  148  Smaller  Towns.  The  type  of 
Scarlet  Fever  admitted  to  Hospital  during*  the  year  was  a  mild 
type  and  no  deaths  resulted.  The  age  group  chiefly  affected 
was  the  5-10  age  group,  which  is  typical .  It  is  gratifying 
to  note  that  the  decline  in  the  incidence  of  this  disease  persists.

DIPHTHERIA.  The  sharp  increase  of  incidence  of  this 
Infection  in  1938  as  compared  with  1937  docs  not  appear  to  have 
been  maintained  in  19  39,  in  that  52  cases  were  notified  as 
against  46,  in  1938.  From  this  figure  of  52  must  be  deducted 
3.  cases,  7  of  which  proved  to  be  negative  on  Bacteriological 
examination  and  one  was  notified  as  a  carrier.  This  makes 
a  nett  total  of  44  cases  of  the  disease  in  the  district.  The 
attack  rate,  therefore,  fo.r  actual  cases  of  Diphtheria  for 
the  Wortley  Rural  District  is  1.40  as  against  1.14  for 
England  &  Wales  and  1.16  for  the  148  Smaller  Towns. 


It  is  therefore,  safe  to  conclude  that  the  incidence  of 
disease  in  the  Wortley  Rural  District  is  higher  than  the 
average  for  the  Country. 


The  clinical  picture  in  most  cases  admitted  to  Hospital 
was  very  suggestive  of  the  virulent  type  of  infection.  Three 
cases  admitted  to  Hospital  suffering  from  Diphtheria  were 
reported  to  have  been  immunised  against  the  disease.  Careful 
investigation  has  been  made  from  School  records  and  this  was. 
confirmed.  The  clinical  picture  in  these  three  cases  was  one 
of  a  very  mild  infection.  Active  immunisation  against  the 
disease  is  strongly  advocated,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  this 
protective  measure,  if  systematically  adopted,  will  reduce  the 
incidence  of  this  disease  to  a  minimum.  In  this  district  such 
protective  measure  is  still  operative.  The  County  Medical 
Officer  has  issued  consent  forms  which  are  distributed  to  parents 
or  guardians  of  children  by  the  Head  Teachers  in  the  various 
Schools.  On  receipt  of  the  consent  form  duly  signed  by  die  parent 
or  guardian,  indicating  a  desire  to  have  their  children  so  treated, 
arrangements  are  made  accordingly. 


I  visited  several  shcools  in  the  district  and  inoculated 
approximately  81  children.  Another  26  children  were  so 
treated  by  private  Medical  Practitioners,  making  a  total  of 
107  children  immunised  during  the  year  1939  Of  these  about 
12  were  children  of  pre  school  age.  The  prophylactic  chiefly

It  is  a  simple  procedure,,  causing  no  reaction, 
and  is  available  free  of  charge  for  all  children  over  the  age

During  the  year  19  39  there  were  no  outbreaks  of  any  ox 
the  non-not if table  Infectious  Diseases,  other  than  minor 
outbreaks  of  Whooping  Cough  referred  to  above  during  the  early 
and  late  part  of  the  year.

Ambulance  facilities  lor  cases  of  sickness  are  provided  by 
the  Shoffi-ld  Central  Ambulance  Services  for  all  contributors 
to  the  Id.  in  the  £  scheme  of  the  Sheffield  Joint  Hospitals  and 
for  all  necessitous  poor  and  old  age  pensioners.  The  Sheffield  v 
Central  ambulance  Services  are  available  for  non-contributors 
in  the  district  for  any  case  of  sickness  as  the  result  of  the 
District  Council  contributing  the  sum  of  £50  per  annum  to  the 
Service.  All  street  and  road  accidents  are  dealt  with  by  the 
police.

VAKlilROUT  HOUSES  R SPORT  1939  . 

During  th.  year,  685  visits  wero  made  to  237  Council  and 
512  privately  owned  houses  in  the  district,  for  the  purpose  of 
detecting  vermin.  These  figures  are  far  greater  then  any 
reported  previously,  due  largely  to  the  lotting  of  286  newly- 
erected  council  houses  in  various  parts  of  the  district,  with 
consequent  movements  of  families  from  one  council  house  to  another 
and  from  private  premises  to  council  property. 

All  furnit;  re  and  goods  moved  into  a  new  or  previously  occupied 
council  house  has  been  inspected  for  bed-bugs  and  subsequent 
inspections  of  these  hous.  s  have  r« suited  in  the  detection  of 
only  one  case  of  slight  reinf -station . 


Bod  Bugs.  (Cimex  lectularius ) . 

The  types  of  treatment  adopted  for  dealing  with  bed-bugs 
have  been  as  follows 

( a )  Severe  infestation  of  premises . 

(1)  Remove  all  easily  moved  woodwork  o.g.  plinths  and 
architraves .

When  possible,  the  tenant  has  bean  persuaded  to 
destroy  the  furniture,  but  where,  owing  to  poverty,  this  could 
not  be  dona,  articles  have  been  dismantled  as  far  as  possible 
and  treated  with  blow  lamp  flame  followed  by  the  application 
of  liquid  insecticide. 


( c )  •  Mild  infestation  of  premises  or  furniture. 

Spraying  has  been  carried  out  and  a  tin  of 
insecticide  with  spray  cap  left  with  the  householder  with 
instructions  as  to  its  use. 


Cockroaches  (Blatta  orient alis. ) 

approximately  100  houses  have  been  visited  in 
connection  with  cockroach  infestation.  These  insects 
have  proved  troublesome,  and  are  difficult  to  eradicate, 
success  depending  largely  upon  the  co-operation  of  the 
householder.  In  bad  cases,  floorboards  have  been  removed, 
and. powdered  insecticide  spread  on  the  foundations  in  the 
region  of  the  hearth,  which  is  usually  the  chief  breeding 
place.  A  non-proprietory  pyrethrum  powder  has  been  used 
with  success.  Experiments  have  shewn  that  when  fresh,  it  is 
capable  of  incapacitating  the  insect  in  loss  than  5  minutes 
and  apparently  destroying  it  in  double  that  time. 
Unfortunately,  the  toxicity  of  pyrethrum  is  lowered  by 
prolonged  exposure  to  sunshine  and  air,  so  that  frequent 
replacement  is  necessary  for  the  best  results. 


Samples  of  typical  cockroaches  found  in  this 
district  and  the  insecticide  used,  were  sent  to  the 
Entomoligical  Department  of  the  Imperial  College  of  Scienc 
Technology,  South  Kensington.  The  insects  ware  identified 
as  Blatta  orientalis,  or  the  oriental  cockroach,  which  is 
co. mon  in  this  count ry  and  the  insecticide  was  favourably 
commented  on.

Smoke  Abatement. 


No  complaints  have  been  made  during  the  year 
concerning  excessive  smoke  from  the  factories  and  foundries 
in  the  district. 

Six  observations  were  made  on  four  chimneys  in  the 
district  and  in  two  cases  the  emissions  were  excessive.  The 
managements  were  interviewed  and  improvements  were  obtained. 

The  foundries  at  Chap  el  town  maintained  the  improvement  shown 
last  year  and  no  further  action  has  been  necessary. 

Hats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act.  1919 . 

Thirty-five  complaints  were  received  regarding  the 
infestation  of  premises  by  rats*  These  cases  were  investigated 
and  advice  given  as  to  the  best  means  of  eradication.  Where 
necessary  a  suitable  poison  was  supplied  by  the  Council  and 
instructions  given  as  to  its  best  application. 

The  refuse  tips  are  now  controlled  and  only  occasional 
traces  of  rats  are  found. 

Shops  Act.  1934. 

There  are  105  shops  on  the  register  and  85  inspections 
were  made  during  the  year.  All  premises  have  suitable 
sanitary  accommodation  but  two  cases  were .  discovered  without 
proper  washing  facilities  and  in  both  instances  the  necessary 
facilities  were  provided.  In  three  other  cases,  the 
question  of  heating  the  premises  was  satisfactorily  dealt 
with  . 


Mov e a bl e  Dw el  lings. 

Six  applications  for  licences  to  use  land  as  sites 
for  moveable  dwellings  were  received  during  the  year  but  only 
one  of  these  was  granted. 

There  are  between  40  and  50  structures  of  various  types 
in  the  district,  a  large  majority  being  situate  in  the 
Bradfield  Parish. 

One  hundred  and  thirty-seven  visits  have  been  made  for 
the  supervision  of  the  class  of  dwelling  and  the  occupants  we  re 
generally  found  to  be  complying  with  requirements. 

Ten  caravans  have  been  demolished  and  seven  more 
occupied  by  eleven  persons,  which  are  the  subject  of  demolition 
orders,  still  remain. 

Special  care  is  being  taken  to  ensure  that  no  further 
caravans  become  fixtures  in  the  district. 


Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 


MJ-K  Supply.  -  During  the  year,  656  inspections  were  rede  of 
xne  cowsheds  and  dairies  in  the  district. 


^  Thirty  — six  notices  were  served  on  cowkeepers 
xo  cleanse  and  limewash  the  premises  and  all  were  complied  with. 

Two  new  dairy  wash-houses  were  provided.

ANMJaL  MEAT  INSPECTION  REPORT  DOR  1939  . 

There  are  20  slaughter  houses  in  the  district,' 

11  oi‘  which  are  licensed  annually  and  9  are  registered. 

These  have  been  visited  on  1,085  occasions  during  the  year 
and  were  found  generally  to  bo  kept  in  a  satisfactory 
condition  as  regards  cleanliness,  and  the  regular  and  frequent 
removal  of  refuse  and  offal. 

« 

Important  new  legislation  dealing  with  the 
supervision  of  food  generally,  came  into  operation  on  the  1st 
October,  1939,  in  the  form  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938  . 

In  addition  to  consolidating  and  re-enacting  pnvious  acts,  orders 
and  regula tions  apertaining  to  food  and  drugs,  etc.,  the  new 
Act  introduced  important  additional  powers  in  connection  with 
slaughter  hou  se  s. 


Previous  to  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  private 
slaughterhouses  nave  been  divisible  into  three  groups,  viz:~ 

(a)  i stored,  -  A  slaughterhouse  registered  under  the 

provisions  of  the  Towns  Improvement 
Clauses  Act,  1847.  Registered 
irrespective  of  suitability  for  the 
purpose. 


(b)  Licensed.  (1)  -  \A  slaughterhouse  licensed  for  an 

unlimited  period,  erected  or  put  into 
use  after  the  passing  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1875. 

(c)  Licensed  (11)  -  A  slaughterhouse  licensed  for  a 

limited  period  of  not  less  than  one 
year  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Public  Health  Acts  (Amendment)  Act, 
1890. 


The  slaughterhouses  in  use  in  this  district  come 
under  headings  (a)  and  (c)* 


ALL  slaughterhouses  must  now  be  1 i c e ns e d  under  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  and  the  local  authority  are  given 
powers  to  refuse  a  licence  if  they  are  satisfied  that  the 
aPPlicant  is  not  a  proper  person  to  keep  such  a  place,  or 
that  the  premises  named  in  the  application  are  not  suitable  for 
usa  for  tho  purpose  in  question. 


Tbe  carcases  of  1,  705  bovines,  4,105  sheep,  1,047  pigs 
and  52  calves  were  inspected  in  slaughterhouses  during  the  year. 
Those  figures  show  a  considerable  reduction  on  last  year,  due 
to  the  transference  of  a  wholesale  business  from  the  district. 
There  has  be on  a  very  marked  increase  in  slaughtering  since  tho 
outbreak  of  hostilities  however. 


The  carcases  of  4  beasts,  1  sheep  and  3  pigs  were 
condemned  entirely,  together  with  all  offal  whilst  in  595  cases, 
parts  of  the  carcase  or  organs  were  condemned  as  shown  on  the 
attached  tables. 


Under  the  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations,  155  pigs 
were  slaughtered  on  private  premises  involving  84  visits.  This 
figure  shows  a  further  increase  this, year. 

The  public  market  at  Ghapeltown  was  visited  on  45 
occasions.  Seven  beef  butchers  and  two  pork  butchers  occupy 
stalls  in  this  open  market,  which  stalls  comply  with  the  Meat 
Regulayions.  No  diseased  meat  was  detected  on  any  of  their  stalls. 

There  are  35  persons  licensed  to  slaughter  animals  in 
tho  district  under  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933.
